Council votes to purchase 
center for senior citizens

The City Council voted to purchase the 
Knights of Pythias Hall for a senior 
citizen center for $150,000 at last night’s 
meeting. 
The hall is now being leased by the city 
for $875 a month for senior citizen use 
In a vote the council authorized staff 
to: 
—Submit a written notice to the lessor 
that the city will exercise its options to 
purchase the building with a $15,000 
down payment. 
—To open an escrow for purchase of 
the hall with the initial payment of 
$75,000 - one-half of the purchase price. 
(This amount is to be adjusted to include 
the $15,000 down payment and credit for 
the rental fee paid to date.) 
—To determine the necessary building 
improvements and other improvements 
desired by the senior citizen’s organiza­ 
tion within the limit of $25,000 (Some of 
these improvem ents may be ac­ 
complished prior to the close of escrow 
with agreement of lessor and other im­ 
provements will be accomplished follow­ 
ing close of escrow.) 
—To negotiate an agreement with the 
senior citizen's organization for opera­ 
tion and maintenance of the seniors' 
building. 
Currently there is $100,000 available to 
the city in Block Grant funds and, under 
the hall purchase plans, $75,000 of that 
money will go toward the purchase price 
with the remaining $25,000 to be spent on 
building improvements. 
The $75,000 balance, plus interest, on 
the hall will be paid within three years 


from Block Grant or other funds, in­ 
dicated Gene W ahlers, city ad­ 
ministrator. 
Following a brief discussion on cost of 
building improvements, the council 
voted to purchase the hall. 
Councilwoman 
Elinor 
Lefkowitz 
remarked this morning, “I’m very happy 
that we exercised our option to buy the 
building. We never intended to do 
anything else. 
“We know we have a long way to go 
yet, repair the hall, get it to service the 
seniors, but it’s a nice first step 
Councilwoman Lefkowitz served as the 
liaison between the council and the 
senior citizens to obtain a center. 
On another subject, Mayor E C. 
Stevens reported that the county has 
agreed to lease 4.5 acres of its property 
between Lompoc High School and the 
Lompoc Shopping Center to the city “for 
the development of a neighborhood 
park.” 
He added that possibly the BKB As­ 
sociates’ proposed racquetball facility 
will be built on this site rather than at 
Ryon Park. 
According to Mike Siminski, Parks 
and Recreation Commission chairman, 
BKB feels the alternate site may be 
“more advantageous” for the facility, 
judging from how Siminski described the 
site over the phone this week. 
Siminski said this morning that people 
of BKB, a private Ventura based firm, 
will visit the site on Monday. 
In a public hearing during the council 
meeting on how 1977-1978 Block Grant 
money should be spent, Alberta Morgan 
repeated her position that a youth center 


is needed in Lompoc. 
She also indicated her support for a 
skateboard track in Lompoc, which was 
recently proposed by three Lompoc High 
School students during a Park and 
Recreation Commission meeting. 
“No federal monies have been given 
over to youth,” she said. 


Another public hearing - during a 
special council meeting - will be held on 
Block Grant spending on December 14, 
according to Mayor Stevens. . 
Mrs. Morgan was the only resident to 
address the council on the subject. 
In other business, the council: 
—Accepted the first reading of an or­ 
dinance regulating Bingo in Lompoc A 
second reading will be heard on 
December 7 and if the ordinance is 
adopted by the council, it is effective in 
30 days, according to Wahlers. 
—Was informed by Wahlers that the 
city will begin lighting about 15 light 
standards now unused on North H Street 
and (Mi Ocean Avenue at a cost of $2,600 
per year. The standards were turned off 
because of last year’s energy shortage. 
Also, the city will use lower intensity 
lighting on the 100 blocks of South H and 
South I Streets at an estimated savings 
of $200 yearly. This is being done because 
the areas are considered over-lighted 
now. 
—Voted to have the city’s youth com­ 
mission hold a public hearing on the pos- 
sibility of constructing a public 
skateboard track in .Lompoc. 
—Continued the item of an ordinance 
requiring new dwellings be built with 
prewired cable television connections.

Ford eyes 
SALT pact 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 
House said today President Ford would 
approve a new strategic arms limitation 
agreement with the Soviet Union if he 
could get one "in America’s interest” 
before Jimmy Carter takes office. 
U.S.-Soviet negotiations on a second- 
stage SALT pact have been under way 
more than two years and Presidential 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said those 
talks were being conducted without con­ 
sideration of the domestic political situa­ 
tion. 
Carter, who will become president 
Jan. 20. has already said a cooling of the 
nuclear arms race will be high on his 
foreign policy agenda. 
“I don’t want to characterize the out­ 
look” for an agreement because “I just 
don’t think it’s proper,” said Nessen 
But, he added, “there has been a con­ 
tinuing exchange of views ... in the past 
several weeks that have resulted in 
progress in several areas” and negotia­ 
tions are being conducted in Geneva 
“If an agreement can be concluded in 
America’s interest before the inaugura­ 
tion of President Carter, then it will be,” 
Nessen said. 
American officials indicated recently 
they saw little likelihood for a quick set­ 
tlement in the negotiations, which have 
been stalled by disagreement over inclu­ 
sion of the Soviet Backfire bomber and 
the U S, cruise missile 
Nessen spoke to reporters a day after 
telling them that Ford is more concerned 
about leading the nation during the 
remainder of his term than making 
definite plans for his future as a private 
citizen, 
Nessen said Ford told him he planned 
to “do a lot of looking and listening” 
before making any plans 
The President returned to work after 
an eight-day golfing vacation in Palm 
Springs, Calif., and immediately turned 
his attention to the new federal budget he 
must submit to Congress before leaving 
office. 


day, touching off a siege in which seven 
persons were killed — including three of 
the gunmen slain by army commandos 
who stormed the building. 
A government communique said three 
other persons were wounded, one of 
them an American hotel guest. 
The gunmen, members of the Palesti­ 
nian “Black June” terror organization, 
killed a receptionist and another hotel 
employe, a government spokesman said. 
Three at the four terrorists and two 
soldiers also died in the shootout. 


The fourth gunman was “seriously 
wounded, taken to the hospital and 
arrested.” a government communique 
said. 
Two hotel guests, one an American of 
Jordanian background and the other a 
Dutch citizen, and a pedestrian were 
wounded in the shootout, the government 
spokesman said. 
The four guerrillas burst into the lobby 
of the elegant hotel, in an exclusive dis­ 
trict on one of Amman’s seven hills, at 
9:50 a.m., a government spokesman 
said. 


“The terrorists entered the hotel and 
killed the receptionist with a grenade,” 
Michael Burton, first secretary of the 
nearby British embassy, said. “Then 
they occupied rooms on the upper floors 
of the hotel and attempted to take hos­ 
tages.” 
A government statement said the 
guerrillas, led by a man named “Abu 
Mahdi,” were members of the “Black 
June” terror organization—the same 
radical splinter group that took 90 
hostages in Damascus’ Semiramis Hotel 
on Sept. 26. In that attack, four gunmen 
fought a fierce gunbattle with security 
forces until one gunman was killed and 
the others captured. Those captured 
were publicly hanged in the city’s main 
square. 
The government statement said the 
terrorists today gave hotel guests a mes­ 
sage which protested the decisions of 
two Arab summit meetings in October to 
endorse Syria’s intervention to end the 
civil war in Lebanon. But the com­ 
mandos stormed the hotel before the 
message could be relayed to Jordanian 
authorities, the government said.

This is the second and final segment of 
an article on the transition between the 
tenure of Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis H Beattie and supervisor-elect, 
Bob Hedlund. 
In most of his post election state­ 
ments, Bob Hedlund has vowed to help 
heal the wounds of the campaign and to 
unify north and south county if in fact 
they are separated. 
“I would hope that we re entering a 
new era of cooperation,” he said last 
week. “I would hope to put an end to the 
hostility that resulted in people being at 
each other’s throats. There were an aw­ 
ful lot of statements that have been 
made, fear mongering, you might say. 
We cannot allow the permeation of fear 
into the county and at the same time suc­ 
cessfully make decisions in the best in­ 
terests of the total citizenry ” 
He sees the welfare program as one 
area of general concern. He speaks of 
“restructuring” the program and notes, 
“The grand jury report indicated that 
the organizational structure is not con­ 
ducive to carrying out the announced 
objective.” 
What are some of the problems in his 
view? 
There’s an overlap of respon­ 
sibility; and problems in the area of 
eligibility; there’s a morale problem 
because of the high turnover rate for 
personnel—48 per cent. It increases 
error. The county is losing $1.5 million a 
year because of inefficiency, poor 
organization, inadequate training, in­ 
ability of the department to retain per­ 
sonnel ” 
Hedlund is also studying the Parks and 
Recreation Department. “I’m extreme­ 
ly disturbed about the department's dis­ 
tribution of funds within the county,” he 
said and criticized what he said was the 
announced intention of the department to 


spend “another $100,000 on Waller Park 
in Santa Maria.” Hedlund said it was 
crucial that top priority be given to 
bringing other parks in the north county 
up to the standards of Waller Park now 
Hedlund believes he has a consensus on 
the new board for some changes in both 
departments 
In bis survey of county government in 
general Hedlund expresses a variety of 
concerns, that may or may not indicate 
some changes. “I would assume that any 
department head is serving in that posi­ 
tion because he’s shown expertise in the 
job. Whenever there is an apparent, bla­ 
tant discrimination geographically and a 
department head is not serving the best 
interests of the county, the supervisors 
would have to examine that. No one 
wants any department to become a 
kingdom unto itself,” Hedlund declared. 
Hedlund has definite views about other 
questions. He believes, for example that 
Lompoc Airport should be improved; “I 
have quite a strong feeling that county 
airports or the responsibility of the 
county to provide airport facilities is just 
as important as providing roads.” 
Hedlund also hopes to help bring peace 
and reason into the tangled field of water 
problems, north and south county: “It 
would be foolish if I said there is no 
problem in regard to water, but we’re in 
the driver’s seat as far as water is con­ 
cerned,’’ he said referring to the 
superiority of the north county as com­ 
pared to the south county where ration­ 
ing is already under way. 
Hedlund is humble about his victory at 
the polls “I feel it was a coalition of 
voters that elected me,” he said. “My 
analysis of why I thought I could win was 
based on the fact that the old time politi­ 
cians were not really aware that a can­ 
didate could win without being an old- 
timer on the scene.” 
Hedlund and his family came to Lom­ 
poc Valley in the early 1960s. 


Parade route vendors' rights defended 


The Lompoc City Council last night 
stood up for the sellers of snowcones, the 
hawkers of balloons and peddlers of pop­ 
corn at the annual Flower Festival 
parade 
In a letter to the council, the Chamber 
of Commerce’s Flower Festival Board of 
Directors requested that the city adopt 
an ordinance controlling the street 
sellers because “this uncontrolled ac­ 
tivity sometimes interferes with the 
parade " 
The festival board also wants a cut of 
their profits, Howard Whitaker, board 
president indicated in the letter. 
“Further, since the Flower Festival 
has a constant problem concerning 
financing of its Flower Festival ac­ 
tivities that it would like to obtain a por­ 
tion of that income of these persons who 
earn money largely from the efforts of 
the Chamber of Commerce in putting 


together the parade, at least to the level 
of helping to pay for their regulation,” 
wrote Whitaker. 
The letter was accompanied with a 
proposed ordinance furnished the board 
by City Attorney Alan Davidson which 
imposes a permit fee not to exceed $25 
All of the peddlers - many of them 
youths - would have to have a permit to 
sell balloons or whatever during the two- 
hour parade. 
The written request was met with 
strong reaction from the council, but not 
in favor of the board. 
“A $25 permit fee represents 25 to 30 
per cent of their gross sales. This seems 
out of line,” began councilman Joe 
Valencia. 
He understood, he said, that the board 
wants to eliminate a nuisance, but the 
peddlers “are necessary for people who 
want to buy popcorn and snowcones for 


their children” at the parade. 
Councilman Charles Ward said no fee 
should be imposed; he wants the (jirls 
Club members free to go out and sell 
popcorn if they wish. 
Suggestion of the ordinance, he con­ 
tinued, is another example of over­ 
regulation. 
Valencia then added that goods ped­ 
dled along the parade route is “part of 
the parade’s personality 
and he said 
that many of the sellers are “college 
kids” and others who need the money 
they make that day. 
Mayor E C. Stevens was on the side of 
the peddlers too. Such selling is “P®rt oi 
the American way,” he commented 
The council agreed to have Whitaker 
and the Lompoc Jaycees - the organiza­ 
tion that runs the parade - speak at the 
next council meeting on the need of 
regulating street hawkers.

Important public hearings for 
Santa Ynez Valley agricultural 
resoning project and the Valley 
bikeways plan have been set by 
the Board of Supervisors.

As for the agricultural rezon­ 
ing plan, the supervisors have

D istrict. Third D istrict and 
Supervisors balk 
on open space offer 


The Board of Supervisors has 
balked at accepting a 5.6 acre 
property in the Buellton area as 
county open space in connection 
with a proposed residential 
tract, labeling the parcel as 
without value so far as the 
county is concerned. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beat­ 
tie’s motion for denial was ap­ 
proved, and the result will be a 
need to redesign the approved 
preliminary map for Tract 
12,324 and set up fewer smaller 
lots. 
Planning officials said the 
developer had received density 
credit for the hilly, weed-grown 
property which couldn’t be 
developed into lots. 
The property was described 
as being on the west side of the 
Avenue of the Flags and lyning 
north of Dawn Dr. and Sharon 
PI., northeast of the tract site. 
The d e v e lo p e r is F re d 
Fredericks, of Santa Ynez. The 
preliminary map proposes 75 
lots on 23.4 acres. 
North county Supervisors 
Beattie and Harrell Fletcher 
expressed opposition to the 
county taking over the open 
space when P arks D irector 
Michael Pahos said it would 
become p art of the county 
parks system and funding 
would be needed from the 
general fund to maintain it, 
since there is no county service 
area in Buellton area to main­ 


tain it. 
“I’m against the county tak­ 
ing any m ore open space,” 
declared Fletcher. “ It’s not 
only troublesome in Buellton 
but also in my Fifth D istrict.” 
“ I’m against the county tak­ 
ing any m ore open space,” 
Fletcher continued. “The land 
we’re taking is often weed 
patches.” 
Pahos had recom m ended 
against the county acquiring 
the property, pointing out the 
General Plan does not consider 
it as being future parkland. 
There is no provision for a 
riding or hiking trail in that 
area, he added. 
P u b lic 
W orks D ire c to r 
Norman Caldwell warned the 
board that the developer might 
come back and level off the hil­ 
ly area with extensive grading, 
if it were not accepted as open 
space. 
There was a discussion as to 
whether a homeowner group 
might be set up to maintain it, 
but no provision for this had 
been made by the developer, 
the board was told, in view of 
possible county acquisition. 
Supervisor Jam es M. Slater, 
of Goleta. said he felt it was 
“ w rong” for the county to 
aw ard e x tra d en sity to a 
development in return for tak­ 
ing over property “useless for 
the developer and useless as 
park land.”

Syrian troops battle last 
remnants of resistance 


THE BETTER HALF

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian troops, who have cleared the 
streets of Beirut of looters, gunmen and kidnapers, advanced on 
Tripoli and Sidon today to try to quash the last pockets of Christian 
and Moslem resistance. 
The Syrians, who make up almost the entire Arab League peace­ 
keeping force, marched into Beirut Monday, bringing law and 
order to the city for the first time in more than 19 months. 
As the guns fell silent, people flocked into the streets Tuesday to 
shop, visit neighbors and even tour the once-bloody battlefields. 


The Lebanese government prepared to reopen Beirut Inter­ 
national Airport — a move President Elias Sarkis reportedly con­ 
siders a key psychological step in restoring the country to normal. 
The airport was closed June 27 after a Christian shelling attack 
blew up a jetliner on the runway. 


The Syrians, joined by small detachments of Saudi Arabian, 
Sudanese and Libyan troops, were trying today to complete the last 
stage of their peace plan nationwide, advancing north to the bat­ 
tleground around leftist-held Tripoli and south to Sidon and Tyre. 


Unconfirmed reports late Tuesday said leftists and rightists 
were still exchanging fire around Tripoli, but some leftists were 
reported already dismantling their barricades in anticipation of 
the Syrians’ arrival. 
In Beirut, the Syrian troops set up 52 checkpoints in the city’s 
Moslem and Christian sectors to prevent cease-fire violations and 
sent out special patrols to clear the downtown streets of unex­ 
ploded land mines and grenades. 
One patrol arrested 10 looters trying to drag furniture from the 
gutted Phoenicia Hotel, once one of the most elegant in the Middle 
East. 
The Syrians also foiled several kidnapings, including two at­ 
tempts on Tuesday. 
But despite the return to more orderly conditions, not all the 
Lebanese were convinced the fighting was over. 
“I’m still getting out of the country,” said one Christian 
shopkeeper. ‘‘I’ve seen all this before. There have been more than 
50 cease-fires so far, and none of them has worked yet. The 
gunmen will start it up again soon.”

Under pressure from U.S. 
Chile releases political prisoners 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) - 
Chile’s military government, 
under pressure from the United 
States on the issue of human 
rights, has announced the 
release of m ore than 300 
political prisoners. 


Gen. Hernan Bejares, the 
government’s secretary gene­ 
ral, said Tuesday all persons 
held under Chile’s state-of- 
siege laws will be released im­ 
mediately, except for 20 prison­ 
ers of “special dangerousness” 
who will be freed only if they 
accept exile. 
Government sources said 323 


persons were in jail for viola­ 
tions of the siege laws that 
allow military authorities to 
make arrests for virtually any 
political activities considered 
illegal. 
Some of the prisoners have 
been jailed since the Sept. 11, 
1973 coup that ousted the 
government of then-President 
Salvador AUende. 
The government announce­ 
m ent cam e one day after 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said he might cut U.S. aid to 
Chile if it did not respect human 
rights. 
Carter, in a news conference 


in Plains, Ga., said relations 
w ith Chile w ill be “ very 
seriously affected by an ab­ 
sence of concern for human 
rights.” 
The U N. General Assembly 
was expected to vote its con­ 
demnation of Chile during the 
next week on the same human 
rights issue. 
In New York, the National 
Coordinating Committee in 
Solidarity with Chile — an 
American group defending 
human rights in Chile — called 
the Chilean announcement “a 
cynical ploy” timed “to confuse 
the member nations of the 


United Nations.” 
Earlier this year, the Chilean 
go v ern m en t re le a se d 305 
prisoners one month after 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon warned during a visit to 
Chile that U.S. aid depended on 
human rights in the country. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer repeated the warning in 
June, and the military regime 
released another 60 prisoners. 
A m n esty In te rn a tio n a l 
reported in August, however, 
that “the wave of represssion 
begun in May of 1976 does not 
seem to have declined in inten­ 
sity.”

DENVER (UPI) - Two sur­ 
vivors of Tuesday’s crash of a 
T exas In te rn a tio n a l DC9 
jetliner say they will sue the 
airline because of the ‘‘gross 
negligence and incompetence” 
of the crew in evacuating the 
crippled aircraft. 
There was no loss of life 
among the 80 passengers and 
five crew aboard the airliner, 
but 12 persons were taken to 
hospital for treatment of an as­ 
sortment of minor injuries. The 
plane su ffered exten siv e 
damage when its left side was 
engulfed by flames. 
Carl Johnson and Don Fran­ 
cis, of New Brunswick, N.J., 
said they planned to file suit 
against Texas International 
because of the crew’s “ gross 
negligence and incompetence” 
in evacuating the plane. 
“The passengers received ab­ 
solutely no instructions for 
evacuation,” Francis said. “It 
was like a Chinese fire drill.” 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil 
(UPI) — Brazil’s only legal op­ 
position party today took a two- 
to-one lead in the nation’s 
largest industrial cities, giving 
the challengers hopes of an im­ 
portant victory in nationwide 
municipal elections. 
But gains in the rural interior 
and industrial cities in the 
northeast by the pro-govern­ 
ment Alliance for National 


Renewal, known as Arena, — 
gave the government cause for 
confidence in an election billed 
by President Ernesto Geisel as 
a plebiscite for his administra­ 
tion. 
With about 3.5 million votes 
counted early today, MDB — 
the B razilian D em ocratic 
Movement — had 1.03 million 
from the 21 state capitals, com­ 
pared with 714,000 for Arena, 
Tito, Brezhnev end 
three days of talks 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — Soviet leader Leonid I. 
flrezhnev and President Tito 
|eld their third and final round 
•f formal talks today, climax­ 
ing a three-day visit by the Rus­ 
sian, his first to Yugoslavia in 
five years. 
The two Communist leaders, 
accompanied by their aides, 
met at the White Palace, Tito’s 
official residence in Belgrade's 
Dedinje suburb. Brezhnev was 
to depart for Moscow later in 
the day. 
Yugoslavs hinted that disa­ 
greements in talks between 
Brezhnev and Tito centered on 
differences in the practice of 
Communism between their two 
countries.

MOSCOW (UPI) — American 
guides and Soviet militiamen 
cleared some 1,200 Russian 
v isito rs out of the huge 
American Bicentennial Exhibi­ 
tion in Moscow today because 
of a bomb threat. 
Frank Ursino, director of the 
$1.2 million American exhibi­ 
tion, was informed by Soviet of­ 
ficials at 12.24 p.m. that a 
threat had been received that a 
plastic bomb would explode at 
12:30 p.m 
“We shut down the film and 
our guides started telling peo­ 
ple to get out,” said Larry 
Williams, head of the American 
guides. “We sent them out both 
the exits and entrances. Every­ 
thing was very orderly,” 
The Russian crowd and the 40 
American guides were out of 
the exhibition hall at Moscow’s 
Sokolniki Park by 12:40 p.m. 
Soviet bomb disposal squad 
members did not arrive until 
about 2 p.m. They found no 
evidence of a bomb. 
“The Soviets said they did not 
have any specialists who could 
deal with plastic explosives,” 
U rsino told U P I. “ They 
apologized but I have filed a let­ 
ter of protest.” 
American officials said the 
Soviet militiamen who helped 
clear the building told visitors 
the exhibition had been closed 
for the rest of the day “because 
of technical difficulties.” 
The "U.S. A. — Two Hundred 
Years ' exhibition opened five 
days ago and has averaged 9,000 
Russians visitors daily, most 
them standing in line for 
several hours for a chance to 
tour the exhibition. 
With a daily capacity of only 
9,000 visitors, there were 8,000 
Russians already queued up 
outside when the doors opened 
for business Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
Ursino said he would ask 
Soviet officials for permission 
to keep the American exhibition 
open an extra day past the 
scheduled Dec 13 closing date 
to compensate for Wednesday’s

The preliminary results of a 
survey being compiled by the 
Roswell Park Memorial Insti­ 
tute here concludes that “the 
difference in the proportion of 
benign tumors in users and non­ 
users (of oral contraceptives) 
is striking and would seem to 
support the suggested associa­ 
tion between use of oral con­ 
traceptives and benign liver 
tumors." 
The report, presented to the 
N ational C ancer Advisory 
Board and the P resid en t’s 
Cancer Panel, said the once- 
rare tumors had become “ more 
common” and pose a "serious 
health proMem. which may, 
very oecassionally, turn malig­ 
nant.'* 
Dr. Gerald P. Murphy, direc­ 
tor of Roswell P ark, who 
prepared the report, said that 
while the tests are not con­ 


clusive. “ there is still an urgent 
need” for further study of the 
p ill 
“ c o n s id e rin g 
th e 
widespread use of the oral con­ 
traceptive ” 
He said a “ more thorough 
report” is now being prepared, 
but in the meantime recom­ 
mended that doctors be more 
alert to possible liver problems 
in women using contraceptives 
and further screening for liver 
problems before the pill is 
prescribed 
The study, based on the 
reports of 365 hospitals across 
the country, showed a total of 
432 liver tumors — both malig­ 
nant and benign — in men and 
women between 1970-'75. Of the 
283 cases involving women. 134 
involved those who used oral 
contraceptives 
Of those women using birth 
control pills, 75 per cent had 
benign liver tumors and 25 per 
cent had malignant tumors, 
compared to an even 50 per cent 
division of m alignant and 
benign liver tumors among 
women not taking the pills.

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Quebec separatist leader 
tells government priorities 


M O NTREAL (U P I) - 
Premier-elect Rene Levesque, 
w h ose s e p a r a tis t P a r ti 
Québécois scored a crushing 
election victory over the ruling 
Liberals, says one of his first 
official acts will be introduction 
of a bill affirming Quebec’s 
right to secede from Canada. 
However, the 54-year-old 
Levesque emphasized Tuesday 
that any decision on secession 
itself will be made by Quebec 
citizens in a referendum to be 
held within three years. In the 
meantime, he said, he will 
govern as a normal provincial 
administrator. 
Constitutional experts and of­ 
ficials in Canada and Britain — 
which controls the Canadian 
constitution — have predicted 
any move to secede might take 
years because of the legalities 
involved and e^en then it 


probably would not gain legal 
approval. 
In his first jpostelection news 
conference, Levesque said the 
priorities of his new govern­ 
ment included improving the 
province’s econom y and 
investigating the $1 billion 
deficit of the 1976 Summer 
Olympic Games. 
Pre-election polls showed 
voters were highly dissastified 
with Premier Robert Broussa’s 
six years in office and were 
voting more against the Libe­ 
rals’ economic policies than in 
favor of separatism. 
The chain-smoking former 
journalist, twice defeated in 
earlier provincial elections, 
said his government would con­ 
vene the Quebec National As­ 
sembly early in 1977 and im­ 
mediately present legislation 
containing a “firm affirmation

of Quebec’s right to indepen­ 
dence.” 
But, he said, “ We were 
elected as a provincial govern­ 
ment..with a given (federal) 
structure, and we must respect 
this structure in all its forms.” 
He stressed his party was 
dedicated to independence for 
the largely French-speaking 
province and said he hoped 
Quebecers would approve the 
referendum on separation. 
In Ottawa, Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau said he will co­ 
operate with Levesque in his 
capacity as premier of Quebec 
but said the federal Liberal 
government will not negotiate 
with the Parti Québécois on any 
form of separatism. 
Trudeau said his government, 
which has its power base in 
Quebec, remains dedicated to 
“an inseparable Canada, a 
Canada which is indivisible.”

Arkansas farmers import 'gators 
to cope with muskrats, beavers 


STUTTGART. Ark (UPI) - 
Tired of beaver and muskrat 
damage to his timber, farmer 
Wayne Hampton asked the 
Arkansas Game and Fish Com­ 
mission if he couldn’t get some 
alligators on his land. 
Soon he and a multitude of 
other south Arkansas landown­ 
ers had their wish. 
“The day after 24 
gators 
were let loose on my land, my 
son saw one lying near a beaver 
house,” said Hampton. “Soon 
as a beaver came out, the 
alligator attacked. He just 
dragged and rolled the beaver 
under the water.” 
Arkansas is importing alliga­ 
tors from swamps of neighbor­ 
ing Louisiana, which has a sur­ 
plus of the animals. Since 1972 
more than 2.000 alligators have 
been imported and state of­ 
ficials have landowner re­ 
quests for another 500 
“Since the alligator is on our 
endangered species list, we re 
trying to re-establish them and 
at the same time cut down on 
the beaver and muskrat popula­ 
tions in the state," said Dick 
Broach, chief of the Game and 


Fish river basins division. 
“Beavers and muskrats have 
proliferated to the point they 
are considered nuisance ani­ 
mals." 
Hampton, who is living where 
he was bom 58 years ago, said 
beavers in particular are doing 
a great amount of damage to 
2.500 acres of his land 
‘They’re killing timber by 
damming up ditches and creeks 
and keeping water on the 
t r e e s . ’’ 
Hampton said. 
“They've been multiplying real 
fast.” 
State officials said one reason 
for the beaver and muskrat sur­ 
ge is the absence of the 
alligator, which almost disap­ 
peared from Arkansas because 
of previously unregulated hun­ 
ting. Broach is one of several 
state employes who periodical­ 
ly journey to Louisiana’s Marsh 
Island and Rockefeller Refuge 
“where they’re up to their ears 
in alligators.” 
Broach said the alligator hunt 
is conducted in boats at night, 
when the reptile is not so shy. 
“Their eyes are very bright, 
shining like red reflectors. One 


man slips a pole with a noose 
over the gator’s head and flips 
it in the boat while another man 
jumps on his hindquarters and 
holds his jaws shut.” 
Broach said the alligator’s 
jaws are tied shut with an 
elastic band and the animal is 
stuffed into a large feed sack to 
be transported back to Arkan­ 
sas. 
“Their brain capacity is not 
too large. Anything that moves 
is food to them They don’t have 
the intellect of a dog or cat. 
They’re just like a big garbage 
grinder."

It has always been the aim of 
the Santa Ynez District to in 
elude the high school in any 
project the SYCSD undertakes 
to a lle v ia te the ex istin g 
wastewater disposal problem in 
the town, a Santa Ynez District 
spokesman said. 
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tempting to obtain further aid 
and contributions for the 
baskets from other organiza­ 
tions in the valley. She noted, 
too. the Santa Ynez Valley 
Salvation Army Unit will also 
contribute monetarily to the 
project 


town. The retailers will now ask 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District for permission to 
decorate the containers with 
the guardsmen figures and they 
will also mean to support the 
project financially.

In a letter to the county board 
of supervisors this week, direc­ 
tors of the Santa Ynez Com­ 
munity Services District ex­ 
pressed fear that the proposed 
development of 300 acres along 
Calzada Avenue south of 
Baseline Avenue into a residen­ 
tial area would have detrimen­ 
tal effect on the groundwater 
basin of the district. 
The acreage is now zoned 1- 
E-l and according to the dis­ 
trict could conceivably accom- 
m o d a te b e tte r than 200 
residences with a population of 
possibly 800 persons. 
In its letter, the district 
pointed out to the supervisors 
that their Resolution 74-9 “con­ 
curred with the findings of the 
county health officer that a 
dangerous hazard to public 
health exists in Santa Ynez as a 
result of failing septic systems 
and recommended the SYCSD 
‘take steps to abate this public 
hazard.’ Further, Resolution74- 
62 order the county building of­ 
ficial to issue no building or 
other permits within present 
boundaries of this district 
which would be likely to in­ 
crease the burden of any ex­ 
istin g individual sanitary 
sewage disposal system until 
such tim e as a community 
sewer system is constructed’’ 


The district noted that a 
study of the hydrologic aspects 
of private residential waste dis­ 
posal was prepared for the dis­ 
trict by William C. Ellis and As­ 
sociates of Los Altos, consul­ 
tants in groundw ater and 
geology and was incorporated 
in the C ollection System 
Eligibility Study prepared for 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board evaluation of the 
proposed sewer project for 
Santa Ynez. 


The letter continued “That 
hydrologie study charts the 


water table elevations in this 
area and relates it to various 
seepage pit depths discharging 
to basin groundwater. It notes 
that there is seepage outflow 
from the general area of the 
Uplands groundwater basin 
which moves toward a natural 
discharge basin — Zanja Cota 
Creek, which has already been 
posted with warning signs by 
the County H ealth D ept, 
because of contamination. 
“It is only logical to conclude 
that an additional wastewater 
in tr o d u c e d 
in to 
th e 
grou n d w ater w ill cou rse 
beneath the district on its way 
to a point of natural discharge 
into the creek, and will thereby 
have an impact on this dis­ 
trict’s ability to manage its 
groundwater and respond to 
recommendations contained in 
your resolution. The Ellis Study 
concludes with the comment 
should the water table recover 
in time to higher levels, as is 
e n t ir e ly 
c o n c e iv a b le , 
groundwater pollution will be 
not only intensified, but may 
also be evidenced sooner. 
“Until such time as a com­ 
munity sewer system is con­ 
structed in this district, we 
urgently request that the en­ 
vironmental impact of any 
potential development upon this 
community be carefully con­ 
sidered before any action is 
taken pertaining to such 
proposed lot splits. Similarly, if 
it is anticipated that any 
development within the area in 
question will require sewer ser­ 
vices, we ask that we be 
notified as to the future point at 
which such services will be 
required.”

Prices soar on 
19th Century SF 
redwood houses 


SAN FRANCISCX) (UPI) - 
Architecture, the psychologist 
Jung said, is the foam society 
leaves behind when the wave of 
life ebbs 
For San Francisco, the foam 
of the 19th century is “ginger­ 
bread" redwood houses, now 
sporting new color schemes of 
purple, brown and blue in 
various combinations and price 
tags up as much as $100,000 in 
ten years. 
The Victorians, named for a 
Queen Victoria the city never 
had, were built in the mid-1800s 
first as simple white or gray 
wooden box-like homes, similar 
to a 5-year-old’s drawing of a 
house. 
Over the years they were 
decked out with elaborate or­ 
namentation until today they 
have evolved into what one 
commentator said produces 
“the effect of a nightmare 
about to explode." 
The first Victorians in North­ 
ern California were built from 
pattern books, some entitled 
“ Cheap D w ellin g s,” and 
reflected the prejudice of 
eastern architects for the 
pitched roof to prevent winter 
snow buildup and an open porch 
for muggy summer afternoons. 
San Francisco, however, has 
almost no snowfall and boasts 
cool, crisp temperatures year- 
round 
These first Victorians were 
painted dark gray at the base, 
to imitate a granite foundation, 
and lighter gray at the top to 
imitate stone. Only the window 
sashes were painted a dark 
color. 
More and more ornaments 
were heaped on the squared-off 
box design of the early homes. 
From street level, a false 
front which extends a few feet 
above the actual roof gives the 
impression of a bigger home. 
From the side, the house hints 
of a Hollywood western movie 
set. 
The builders used the native 
redwood, so malleable it could 
be carved like furniture. To 
some extent, the redwood 
resists weathering and bugs 
The only problem to this day is 
the danger of the wood drying 
out and becoming a fire hazard 
Another virtue of the red­ 
wood Victorian is its “balloon" 
fram e, where 2-by-4 s are 
nailed together and the rest of 
the house is nailed to the frame, 
making it easily movable, im­ 
portant when urban renewal 
forced the relocation of several 
historic homes. 
In the 1850s. the “ Italianate” 
Victorian developed, fitting its 
long, narrow and rectangular 
lot shape and innovating sliding 
doors on the first floor, a way to 
open up the first floor for 
Christmas parties. 
The bay window, already in 
use in the architecture of other 
cultures, became a sensible 
way to approach a cramped lot. 
By overhanging the street on 
the first floor, it used public 
space to extend private proper­ 
tyThe rich made their Victori­ 
ans bigger, but not especially 
different from the homes of the 
working class 
In the 1880s, the “Eastlake" 
style and stick V ictorian 
becam e popular, with an 
angular, exaggerated top, "ris­ 
ing to a fantasy," like an old 
mirror frame 
“ In a row, they were painted 
ice cream pastel colors and 
produced a lace-like effect,” 
said Randolph Delehanty, who 
calls himself an urban and 
architectural 
historian and 
works for the Foundation for 
San Francisco's Architectural 
Heritage, a preservation group 
New mechanization allowed 
the mass production of elabo­ 
rate cornices — and they were 
attached to a basically simple 
structure 
In the late 1880s and 1890s, the 
Queen Anne style Victorian 


evolved from a search for wide 
variety of room shapes, includ­ 
ing sinister-looking windows 
and hooded domes. Inside the 
building, there were little 
pieces of left over space. 
“The creations include ‘il­ 
logical’ areas where a rounded 
bay window looks out at the flat 
wall of the house next door.” 
Delehanty said. 
The homes used stained glass 
in these illogical areas to cover 
up and add interest to the spot 
where window meets wall. 
In the 1906 earthquake, the 
cheaper buildings fell and 
others just lost their elaborate 
decorations. But the fire down­ 
town wiped out many Vic­ 
torians, and only those outside 
the fire line remain. 
Delehanty describes the old 
style Victorian paint jobs as 
reminiscent of the shades of 
face powder in a department 
store — flush, human colors 
which reflect the sunlight in dif­ 
ferent ways throughout the day 
and in different seasons. 
During the hippie era of the 
1960s, one commune painted 
every piece of wood on its 
Haight-Asbury Victorian a dif­ 
ferent color. 
“There was a new apprecia­ 
tion of the sensuosity of color 
and as people tripped out of 
their brains, they painted these 
buildings.” Delehanty said. 
The trend caught on, and now 
many Victorians are sporting 
two or more combinations of 
plum, or blue, or maroon, to ar­ 
ticulate carved wood design and 
to produce “ som e of the 
owner’s personality right out 
there on the street." 
To some extent San Fran­ 
cisco is becoming "Disneylan- 
dized" by the overuse of color, 
he said “It’s like the graffiti in 
the New York subways, the 
color assaults you. You don t 
need to emphasize all the 
gingerbread." 
The old paint in shades and 
tones of white produced a har­ 
monious block, while the 
elaborate combinations of col­ 
ors as neighbors may not have a 
flattering effect. 
“ Respect thy neighbors,’’ 
Delehanty warns. 
He said many Victorian 
owners are looking back to ads 
of the Victorian era which call 
for Eastern homes to switch to 
dark colors. But the fad never 
really caught on. 
To say the price of Victorians 
has so ared is an u n d er­ 
statement, according to realtor 
Tom Vugovich. 
In established Victorian 
areas such as Pacific Heights 
he estimates the price of a Vic­ 
torian has gone up 15 per cent a 
year. 
In developing V ictorian 
areas, such as parts of the 
Haight-Ashbury, a home sold 
nine years ago for $27,000 is now 
up for sale at $120,000. he said. 


The once-lowly soybean has 
become leguminous Cinderella

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Like 
a leguminous Cinderella, the 
humble soybean was all dolled 
up and stepping out in society. 
The fairy tale metaphor can­ 
not be taken too far, however. 
No one would ever mistake 
the Caucus Room of the House 
of Representatives for a palace 
ballroom. And Rep. Paul 
Findley, R-fil., doesn’t look a 
thing like a fairy godmother. 
Nevertheless, on a recent 
evening when Findley played 
host at a reception in the 
Caucus Room, it was almost as 
though someone had waved a 
magic wand. 
There amidst a fairly glitter­ 
ing collection of foreign di­ 
plomats, congressional leaders 
and high level bureaucrats, was 
the soybean. But not the un- 
glamorous soybean of old. 
Not the unassuming, inexpen­ 
sive legume previously grown 
primarily for livestock food, 
salad oils and as a low-cost 
dietary supplement for poor 
people in undeveloped areas. 
This soybean came to the 
reception in the guise of 
gourmet finger food. 


Soybean hors d’oeuvre. Soy 
cocktail sausages. Soy dips. Soy 
chicken roll. Soy shish kebabs. 
Soy Swedish meatballs. Soy 
Polynesian tidbits. All the buf­ 
fet goodies and munchies 
traditionally found at cocktail 
parties. 
These soybeans had every­ 
thing but glass slippers. And 
why not? The reception was, 
after all, billed as an Interna­ 
tional Soybean Fair, and one of 
its purposes was to upgrade the 
image of this truly versatile 
plant. 
There was even a Soybean 
FTincess under television lights 
plying the distinguished guests 
with protein. 
By the time it was over, some 
of the guests were fairly tingl­ 
ing with vitamins, although 
part of that sensation might 
have come from the bar. 
What, then, is wrong with this 
picture? What kept the soy­ 
bean’s social debut from being 
a complete triumph? 
Sad to say, it was the drinks. 
As the guests milled about 
sampling the soybean delights, 
they sipped beverages distilled 


from corn, rye, barley and as­ 
sorted other flora. 
Nobody quaffed soybean 
beer. Nobody guzzled soy wine. 
Nobody sniffed a soybean 
liqueur. 
Asked about this apparent 
oversight, Dr. Martin Stein­ 
berg, a University of Illinois 
soybean expert, explained that 
soybeans are deficient in the 
sugar needed for fermentation. 
While it is technically possi­ 
ble to make alcohol from soy- 
be ans , 
the 
p r o c e s s 
is 
economically unfeasible, he 
said. 
The Caucus Room affair may 
have presaged the day when 
Cinderella Soybean will be a 
fixture at receptions and pos­ 
sibly even royal balls. 
But unless they figure out a 
way to make soybean cocktails, 
there’ll always be a midnight.

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Suicide try delays condemned man's 
requested date with firing squad 


SALT LAKE CITY (U PI) - 
Condemned killer Gary Gil­ 
more, who. with his fiancee, 
tried to carry out a suicide pact 
with an overdose of sleeping 
pills, lay chained to a hospital 
bed today — his requested date 
with a firing squad delayed 
once again. 
The Utah Board of Pardons, 
which had planned to hear 
Gilmore's case today, said it 
would put his commutation 
hearing over until either its 
Dec. 8 regular session or 
schedule a special hearing 
when he has recovered. 
Gilmore, 35. who allegedly 
admitted killing two college 
students in the Provo, Utah* 
area last summer, was in “ very 
serious" condition at a Salt 
Lake C ity hospital with 
pneumonia in his right lung. 
Nicole Barrett, 20, a divorced 
mother of two. who had said she 
intended “ to go with” Gilmore 
when he died, was in critical 
and comatose condition at a 
hospital in Provo. 45 miles 


south of here. Her breathing 
was aided by a respirator and 
she did not respond to pain 
stimuli. 
They both took overdoses of 
sleeping pills about 8 a.m. Tues­ 
day — exactly 24 hours after 
Gilmore wanted to die before a 
firing squad and become the 
first person executed in the 
United States since 1967. 
His death wish was thwarted 
by a temporary reprieve issued 
by Utah Gov. Calvin Rampton, 
who ordered the Pardons Board 
to review the death sentence 
and decide whether it should be 
commuted to life imprison­ 
ment. 
Gilmore swallowed “ 10 to 20” 
Seconal pills — a “ nonlethal” 
dose, according to Medical 
Center experts t- and collapsed 
in his cell with breathing 
problems. Paramedics gave 
him resuscitation and rushed 
him by ambulance to the 
hospital 25 miles away. 
Utah State Prison officials 
said the pills were smuggled to 


him — either by a visitor or by 
other maximum security in­ 
mates. They said his only two 
visitors — Mrs. Barrett and at­ 
torney Dennis Boaz — were 
strip-searched, but the drugs 
“ could have come in a balloon 
in a body cavity we did not 
search ** 
Mrs. Barrett gulped two vials 
of sleeping pills — Seconal and 
Dalmane — and then lay down 
on a couch in her Springville 
apartment clutching a picture 
of Gilmore to her bare chest. A 
neighbor, who was let into the 
apartment by Mrs. Barrett’s 
three-year-old son, found her 
curled under a blanket and 
called the ambulance, which 
took her five mites to Provo. 
“ She just said she couldn’t 
live without him,” said Kathy 
Maynard, 21, the neighbor in 
the Springville apartment 
house, who discovered Mrs. 
Barrett. 
Mrs. Barrett had not paid her 
next month’s rent and she had 
made arrangements for her 


children, 3 and 5, to stay with 
their grandparents, the Deseret 
News said, in a copyrighted 
story. 
“ I love my children very 
much, but I know I can’t give 
them the kind of life I want 
them to have,” she told a News 
reporter, who notified police of 
the suicide threats. 
Both Gilm ore and Miss 
Barrett left notes. 
Gilmore’s said: “ Leave my 
property to my mother.” 
Authorities said Miss Barrett 
left two personal letters “ simi­ 
lar to suicide notes” inside 
sealed envelopes. They did not 
disclose their exact contents.

Failure to seek highway funds 
cost state heavily, paper says 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Brown administration, which 
has been criticized for saving 
rather than spending state 
highway funds for projects, 
decided last summer not to ob­ 
tain up to 150 million in federal 
funds, the Sacramento Union 
reported today. 
The newspaper said the state 
Department of Transportation 
now is applying for the funds— 
due the state from a recompu­ 
tation of past federal aid 
projects—but California lost at 
least several hundred thousand 
dollars in interest. 


The situation is reportedly 
discussed in a report by the 
legislature s auditor-general’s 
office 
The report, promised 


several weeks ago, still hasn't 
been released and some critics 
of the administration’s highway 
spending policy have said it is 
being held up to avoid embaras- 
sment to the administration. 
The Union quoted “ one well- 
placed source” as saying the 
auditor-general’s office has a 
private memorandum written 
by a department official which 
says department D irector 
Adriana Gianturco decided to 
obtain the federal money 
because the state highway 
fund’s cash balances are provi- 
ing to be an embarrassment. 


The highway fund ended the 
1975-76 fiscal year with a $309 
m illion surplus This has 
prompted criticism by highway 
Student accused of 69<t 
theft to collect $53,000 


PH ILAD ELPH IA (U P I) - A 
college student arrested two 
years ago for the alleged theft 
of a 69-cent bag of pistachio 
nuts will collect $53,000 as a 
result of the incident. 
A federal jury Tuesday made 
the award to Elliot Branch, who 
had filed a suit claiming he was 
beaten on Sept. 10. 1974 by city 
detective Martin Vitcow when 
arrested on the shoplifting 
charge. 
David Rudovsky, Branchs 
lawyer, said Vitcow had been 
called to the scene by the 
manager of a supermarket who 
claimed Branch had stolen a 
bag of pistachio nuts. Branch 
said he had made the purchase 
elsewhere. 
Rudovsky said Branch was 
taken to a city police station 
where he refused to sign a 
release that stated he had taken 
the nuts and included an agree­ 


ment that he would not sue the 
market. 
Rudovsky said that according 
to testimony at the suit trial, 
Vitcow went into a room where 
the youth was sitting and kicked 
him on the left side of the face. 
Then, according to Rudovsky, 
Branch was taken by the collar 
to another room where Vitcow 
put a gun at the base of his neck 
and commented he had “ a very 
itchy finger.” 
Branch was released at a 
hearing the next day after 
supermarket 
representatives 
failed to show up.

advocates seeking an accelerat­ 
ed construction program. 
Ms. Gianturco was unavaila­ 
ble for comment on the report 
but Robert Adams, assistant 
deartment director for finan­ 
cial management, denied the 
money was held up for political 
reasons.

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Committee subpoenas data 
on murders of King, JFK 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House 
Com m ittee 
on 
Assassinations is issuing sub­ 
poenas for information on the 
murders of President John F. 
Kennedy and civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
Hep. Thomas N. Downing, D- 
Va., the chairman, said the 
committee decided in a three- 
hour closed session Tuesday to 
issue “quite a few” subpoenas. 
He declined to lay what the sub­ 
poenas requested or who was 
being subpoenaed. 
Richard A. Sprague, chief 
counsel for the 11-member pan­ 
el. said the committee, which is 
forming a task force of 170 to 
conduct the inquiry, also asked 
the Justice Department and 
U.S. intelligence agencies for 
all the evidence they have on 


the killings 
The committee viewed pic­ 
ture slides of the aftermath of 
King's assassination on the 
balcony of a Memphis motel 
April 4, 1968. They included a 
gruesome color picture of the 
gaping neck wound as his body 
lay in the Memphis morgue. 
The committee was told the 
wound was caused by an ex­ 
panding bullet fired from a 
Remington rifle. 
The rifle, with a telescopic 
sight, was found almost im­ 
mediately after the slaying. 
Considerable confusion was 
caused by a remark of Staff 
Counsel Robert Ozer during an 
open session th at he had 
knowledge documents were 
destroyed since the committee 
was formed last September. 


U A W encountering 
resistance to pact 


DETROIT (U PI) - The 
United Auto Workers union has 
encountered some resistance to 
a new three-year contract in the 
ratification vote by its 118,000 
Chrysler Corp. members as it 
battles a 12:01 a m 
Friday 
strike deadline for 390.000 
General Motors workers. 
Early signs show that the new 
three-year pact is encoun­ 
tering some resistance among 
skilled tradesmen at Chrysler, 
whose production workers and 
skilled tradesmen vote sepa­ 
rately and each has veto power 
over the contract. 
Results of the three-day vote 
at 78 Chrysler facilities in the 
United States and Canada were 
to be released late tonight, the 
UAW said. Spokesmen ex­ 
pressed confidence the agree­ 
ment reached just before a 
Nov. 5 strike deadline would be 
approved. 
But skilled tradesm en at 
three Chrysler facilities voted 
against the tentative pact in 
balloting Monday. Tradesmen 
a t the S terlin g H eig h ts, 
Mich , stam ping plant, In­ 
dianapolis electrical plant and 
in Windsor, Ontario, voted 
down the agreement. 
Production workers in In­ 
dianapolis also voted against 
the pact, but it was approved at 
the Sterling Heights plant. 
Results of the production 
workers vote at the Windsor 
plant have not been released 
UAW Vice President Douglas 
Fraser, head of the union’s 
Chrysler division, said Tuesday 
he was “ a little concerned’ 
about the fate of the proposal 
among skilled workers. 
The Chrysler agreement is 
based on the industry pattern- 
setting contract worked out at 


the Ford Motor Co. during a 28- 
day strike. The final wage and 
fringe benefits package at GM 
— with or without a strike — is 
expected to track the Ford and 
Chrysler agreements. 


GM and UAW negotiators 
said Tuesday that progress is 
being made toward agreement 
on a new contract for 390.000 
workers. But they refused to 
speculate on whether they will 
beat the strike deadline. 


O zer w as cu t sh o rt by 
Sprague, however, before he 
could elaborate and the com­ 
mittee went into executive ses­ 
sion. 
A committee member later 
told reporters that Ozer might 
have been referring to the 
destruction of documents held 
by the Memphis police force in 
connection with student disor­ 
ders.

Fingerprint pattern 
tied to heart defect

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) - Heart specialists may 
consider fingerprinting female patients as a result of a 
new report linking a peculiar fingerprint pattern with a 
heart condition prevalent among women. 
It was found that patients with a heart valve disorder 
that can cause chest pain and irregular heart beats are 
much more likely to have an arching pattern in their 
fingerprints than people free of the defect. 
Dr. Mark H. Swartz, cardiologist at Mount Sinai 
Hospital in New York, reported the discovery Tuesday at 
the annual meeting of the American Heart Association. 
He said fingerprints may help doctors spot people with 
the problem 
The,disorder is called mitral valve prolapse That 
means a valve in the left portion of the heart fails to close 
properly when the heart pumps. This allows blood to flow 
in the wrong direction.

The condition is found in at least 6 per cent of the 
nation’s women, but in only half of a per cent of men. It 
often develops in the 20s and occasionally leads to serious 
complications. 
The idea to look at fingerprints of patients with the dis­ 
order was prompted by speculation the problem is in­ 
herited. It is known the heart forms in the unborn child 
between the third and eighth weeks of pregnancy It just 
so happens that fingerprint patterns are initiated during 
the same period. 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (UPI) 
— An effort is being made by 
China and Russia to improve 
their relations, but it’s limited 
by political considerations and 
Western allies should not panic, 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer told the North Atlantic 
Assembly Tuesday.

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Drivers find 70-mph is 'most comfortable' speed 


SAN D IEG O (U P I) - Driv­ 
ers in late model cars without 
speedometers to nag them 
about speeding are most com­ 
fortable traveling about 70 
miles an hour on the highway, 
according to student safety 
researchers 
The conclusion was reached 
in a research project carried 


out by students at Texas A & M 
University, the school’s Dr. 
Ronald S. M orris said in 
presenting a paper on the ex­ 
periment recently in San Diego 
at the 14th annual symposium 
of the SA FE Association, an 
organization of safety equip­ 
ment researchers, manufac­ 
turers and users. 


“ The experiment clearly de­ 
monstrates that the average 
comfortable speed is well above 
the existing national speed 
lim it of 55 miles per hour,” 
Morris told delegates 
“ The analysis of our data 
resulted in an overall mean 
comfortable speed of 69.94 
miles per hour with a standard

hour,” he said. “ From this it is 
reasonable to conclude that the 
probability that the entire pop­ 
ulation’s comfortable speed is 
55 miles per hour is essentially 
zero.” 
Morris, also secretary of the 
association, said 18 volunteer 
students drove both ways over 
an isolated segment of Inter­ 
state 30 west of Texarkana, 
Tex., during daylight hours 
when weather was dry and sun­ 
ny. 
The students used a 1970 
Datsun 240Z, a 1973 Ford Torino 
station wagon and a 1973 GMC 
Sports Van selected to repre­ 
sent the range of commercially 
available passenger vehicles. 
In each vehicle, the speedom­ 
eter was masked. Road speeds 


were logged with a special 
speed recorder placed in the 
rear seats and camouflaged so 
drivers did not know speed was 
being measured. 
Each was instructed to “ find 
a speed which is comfortable to 
you and maintain it,” Morris 
said. As to purpose, the student 
volunteers were told only that 
the experiment was “ intended 
to measure various human fac­ 
tors associated with driving.” 
Morris said he and graduate 
student Charles H. Berry Jr. 
theorized in setting up the ex­ 
periment that any driver desir­ 
ing “ to remain legal” when the 
gap between comfortable speed 
and legal speed is wide would 
be “ continually required to 
adjust his vehicle speed by 
throttle changes” and keep any 
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eye on the speedometer. 
“ The net effect of this mis­ 
match then will be increased 
control effort by the driver and 
co n seq u en tly 
in cre a se d 
fatigue,” he said. “ Further, 
any relaxation of constant 
vigilance by the driver w ill 
result in a tendency to return to 
the comfortable speed.” 
The experiment showed dif­ 
ferences in comfortable speeds 
for each vehicle with “ mean” 
velocities of 66 miles an hour 
for the station wagon, 70 miles 
an hour for the sports car and 77 
miles an hour for the van. 
“ The comfortable speed de­ 
monstrates that if the present 
speed lim it of 55 miles per hour 
is to be continued, further 
research is needed in the areas 
of vehicle and roadway design 
to establish a more acceptable 
interface between inherent 
vehicle 
characteristics 
and 
legal speed lim its,” Morris con­ 
cluded. 
“ If the difference between 
the comfortable speed and the 
legal speed is large, the driver 
is placed in a stressful and 
fatiguing situation. This addi­ 
tional stress can lead to ex­ 
posure to greater accident 
hazard. 
“ Further, the constant throt­ 
tle correction will result in poor 
engine performance and effi­ 
ciency .”

Expert says dry 
lake filling may 
prove disastrous 


B O IS E , Idaho (U P I) - 
Western lakes nearly dry 30 
years ago are starting to fill 
again and a re tire d soil 
scientist-hydrologist says the 
effect on crops and dams, 
causeways and other construc­ 
tion could be drastic. 
Morlan Nelson, Boise, said 
records of the U S Geological 
Survey show that precipitation 
and water levels started in­ 
creasing in 1961 as the West 
m oved to w ard a w e tte r 
clim atic cycle. 
“ This change in areas ex­ 
periencing rising water tables 
or near land-locked lakes could 
cause a dramatic shift in crop 
production and destroy high­ 
ways, railroads and other con­ 
struction projects completed 
within the last relatively dry 30 
years,” he said. 
He said special efforts should 
be made to evaluate the 
clim atic change and plan ways 
and means to compensate for 
the effects on structural stabili­ 
ty, crop production and public 
safety. 
Nelson said it takes cooling of 
only one degree to slightly more 
of average temperature and an 
increase of a few percentage 
points in snowfall and precipita­ 
tion to cause these problems. 
“ Only a very slight change in 
temperature and precipitation 
is necessary to drastically ef­ 
fect wildlife and humanity,” he 
said. 
“ P ra c tic a l problems 
already have arisen all over our 
nation and the world.” 
Nelson first documented the 
change while atempting to find 
out why 60-90 per cent of the 
Peregrine falcons left the Inter­ 
mountain West before the ex­ 
tensive use of DDT. 


He said a publication by the 
U S Geological Survey support­ 
ed the possiblity that loss of 
habitat caused by a clim atic 
change was a major factor in 
the Peregrine’s departure. 


But, Nelson said, the trend 
since 1961 has reversed — 
“ lakes are again filling and 
snowfall and precipitation have 
shown a dramatic rise on a sl­ 
iding mean. 


“ While the Peregrine falcons 
may have been the first to be ef­ 
fected by clim atic changes 
which resulted in their loss of 
habitat, they are not alone. 
Since reversal of the trend in 
1961, with precipitation and 
water levels continuously in­ 
creasing during the past 15 
years, the works of man are 
now endangered and crop 
production is subject to chan­ 


ge ” 


Nelson said records for the 
years 1869- 70 show all the 
landlocked lakes in the Inter­ 
mountain West were full, but in 
the next 91 years they all drop­ 


ped in level and many in 
Nevada, Oregon and Idaho 
became salt flats. 
“ After 1961 they began to fill, 
are continuing to rise and many 
are over halfway back to the 
peak levels of 1870,“ Nelson 
said. “ This trend, if it follows 
cycles documented by past 
records, could continue for 60- 
80 years before peaking and 
reversing into a drier, warmer 
cycle.” 
Nelson said the Great Salt 
Lake was one of the best 
documented bodies of water 
and was “ an excellent indicator 
as it is visible to a great 
number of people.’ 
He said the Great Salt Lake in 
1870 covered 2,400 square miles 
with an elevation of about 
4.211.6 feet, but during the 1961- 
‘63 period it covered only 950 
square miles and was over 20 
feet lower. Since 1963 the lake 
has increased in depth by 9.5 
feet and in area to 1.734 square 
miles, he added 
“ The elevation of the Great 
Salt Lake now endangers the in­ 
terstate highway, railroad, the 
dikes on the bird refuges and 
other works located close to the 
water or built on foundations 
threatened by a rising water 
table in the soil beneath,” 
Nelson said. 
He said the railroad built 
across the northern edge of the 
lake during the driest period in 
the last 100 years “ may be in 
danger” of inundation if the 
lake continues to rise over the 
next 50 years. He added Inter­ 
state Highway 80 is plagued by 
a sim ilar problem and struc­ 
tures near the lake may be af­ 
fected by the rising water table 
in the soil or by water actually 
covering their foundations. 
Another serious problem is 
posed at the Salt Lake Inter­ 
national Airport because as the 
lake fills it will back up the 
water table in the soil un­ 
derneath the runways. Nelson 
said. 


Nelson suggested monthly 
w ater table m easurem ents 
near the airport, the highway 
and other vulnerable structures 
near the lake “ to insure their 
stability and safety and to 
evaluate the change that is tak­ 
ing place.” 


Clim atic changes already 
have had an effect on crops. 
Nelson said. 


“ The ability to grow wheat in 
the far northern part of this 
continent and Siberia is shifting 
south.” Nelson said. 


“ A slight change in climate 
on the marginal edges of wheat 
producing areas becomes criti­ 
cal. This also is true of other 
crops grown close to the frost 
line where maturity may be 
limited each year.”

Carter's election cost 800 a vote 


PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) - It cost 
about $34.9 million to elect Jim ­ 
my Carter president — roughly 
80 cents for each vote he 
received Nov. 2, according to a 
report released today. 
His primary campaign cost 
$13,164,200. Of this amount, 
fellow Georgians gave more 
than $1.5 million, or 20 per cent 
of all individual contributions, 
and they gave $270,000 during 
the critical month of April 1976. 
Carter’s general campaign 
cost about $21 8 million, the 
same as did President Ford’s, 
all of which was financed by 
federal funds under the new 
campaign finance law Carter’s 
largest item during the fall was 
$10 5 million for media adver­ 
tising 
Campaign treasurer Robert 
Lipshutz of Atlanta reviewed 
the financial records with 
Carter Tuesday. His report was 
released today. 
According to Lipshutz, the 
critical period during Carter’s 
22-month bid for the presidency 
— and for other hopefuls, too — 


came between March and May 
1976. while a Supreme Court 
ruling forced the Federal Elec­ 
tion Commission to suspend the 
d isb u rsem en t of fed eral 
matching funds. 
G eorgians 
co n trib u ted 
$270,000 in April, and Carter 
won the important Pennsyl­ 
vania primary that month 'over 
Sen 
Henry M 
Jackson of 
Washington. 
The campaign also took out 
several bank loans during this 
period, all of which have been 
paid off, Lipshutz said Most of 
them were secured at least par­ 
tially on the strength of 
Carter’s personal credit. 
During the primary cam ­ 
paign. the leading states from 
the standpoint of contributions 
were Georgia, $1.5 million; 
New York. $804,000, California, 
$641,000; Florida, $534,000. and 
Texas. $394,000. 
During the primary, Lipshutz 
said, federal matching funds 
amounting to $3.4 million 
represented a fourth of total 
receipts. 


Most of the primary money 
went for political spending. 
This included media expenses 
of $2.7 million, personal ser­ 
vices and related expenses, $2.8 
million, office and telephone 
costs. $1.9 million, and direct 
field expenses, $1.3 million. 
Lipshutz broke down the 
general campaign expenses as 
follows. 
- Media, $10.5 million - 
television $7 8, radio $1.1 
million, newspapers $200,000, 
magazines $200,000. campaign 
materials, $650,000, production,

"They wanted me to get up at six in the 
morning to be interviewed from 7:10 to 
7:14, four minutes, for no pay,” Munson 
said. "That would really go over big with 
my wife. I get up at six for television, but 
I’d never do it for her. I’d never hear the 
end of it." 
Munson batted .302, hit 17 home runs 
and had 102 runs batted in as he led the 
New York Yankees to the American 
League pennant and proved the team's 
only bright spot in a humiliating four- 
game sweep of the World Series by the 
Cincinnati Reds by hitting .529. 
Munson long has felt slighted in terms 
of recognition and, as a result, his 
relationship with the media has been an 
uneasy one at best. 
But Tuesday the New York catcher 
was at peace with the world. 
"I know one thing,” he quipped, "I 
didn’t win the damn’ thing on politics.” 
In a more serious vein, he added, “I 
would have been very upset if I had not 
won.” 
Munson, who never has suffered from 
a lack of confidence, admitted the Yan­ 
kees’ success played a significant role in 
his winning the award. 
"I’m npt naive enough to think if we 
didn’t win I’d be standing here now,” he 
said. 
Munson received 18 of the 24 first- 
place ballots cast by the baseball writers 
participating and easily outdistanced 
runnerup George Brett of the Kansas 
City Royals in the voting 
Munson 
finished with a total of 304 points. Brett, 
who won the league’s batting title with a 
.333 average, received two first-place 
votes and 217 points.

Rivers was third and Yankees first 
baseman Chris Chambliss, whose ninth- 
inning homer in the fifth playoff game 
won the pennant, was fifth. The Royals’ 
Hal McRae was fourth. Rivers, Rod

each received one first-place vote.

Boats are 
high risk, 
says doc 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
What’s the most dangerous 
sport in America today? 
The answer is power boat 
racing, the American Os­ 
teopathic Association conven­ 
tion was told Tuesday by Dr. 
Clifford J. Johnson of Ed­ 
monds, Wash. 
“Even the slowest boats are 
capable of reaching 80 miles an 
hour,” he said, “and the fastest 
have reached speeds of over 200 
miles an hour.” 
The insurers for the Ameri­ 
can Power Boat Association 
reported four deaths and 302 
serious injuries for a recent one 
year period. 
But Johnson said the statis­ 
tics do not include injuries dur­ 
ing practice and testing. His 
observations were based on his 
five years’ experience at boat 
races as attending physician. 
“ Flips, which occur when the 
boat becomes airborne, are the 
most common accident, but in 
my experience only one treata­ 
ble injury occurs in every six 
flips,” he said. 
He said flips, or capsizes, 
result from attempting to get as 
much of the boat in the air as 
possible in order to reduce fric­ 
tion. But this low ers the 
driver’s control. 
Insurance statistics reflected 
no drownings, and Johnson said 
this was because all sanctioned 
races have rescue personnel 
and all drivers wear life jackets 
which keep drivers’ heads out 
erf water even when they are un­ 
conscious 
Johnson warned physicians 
that boat racers tend to under­ 
state their injuries. He said, “A 
’sore arm ’ is often fractured, 
and “a dizzy spell’ is concussion 
or internal blood loss.”

DEAR POLLY — I am answering the reader who wanted tol 
know how to treat feathers to be used for making pillows II 
was the oldest of nine children. We had little money, so we atel 
lots of wild ducks and geese. Mom used the feathers to makel 
pillows and feather beds She did nothing to them. Only goose I 
and duck feathers were ever used, since Mom thought thel 
feathers from other birds were too stiff. The birds were dry! 
picked from the necks down and any dirty or bloody feathers! 
“ 
fei 
used. Such feathers can be washed but do not dry in a dryer orl 
the bright sunlight, since you do not want to draw the natural 
oils from the feathers. Ours lasted for years and I do not] 
remember ever throwing any of them away. I think manufac 
turers now use chicken feathers that are chopped and curled 
Mom turned her nose up at chicken feathers saying they were 
too heavy — GRACE. 
DEAR POLLY — When I prepare feathers to use in pillow, I 
pluck the wild birds dry and save only the softest of the 
feathers. If you scald the birds and the feathers are wet, it is 
easy to go mi and wash them. Make a comfortably warm 
detergent suds in a large bucket, add feathers and squeeze 
around like fine washables. Squeeze out and put them in pail of 
clear warm rinse water. 1 pour feathers through a colander to 
get all the water out. After squeezing last of water out (out of 
doors) and pushing against bottom of the colander, I dump the 
feathers into an old pillowcase, fasten the top securely and 
hang on the clothesline, being sure to go out and fluff them up 
every so often. It usually takes two or three days of nice 
weather to completely dry them. I prefer putting fewer in a|

WASHINGTON — In the privacy of the 
Republican policy councils, the party 
pros are more distressed over their set­ 
back on Capitol Hill than the loss of the 
White House. 
They see the future of the Republican 
Party threatened by the shattering con­ 
gressional 
defeat. 
They had expected to 
gain 15 to 50 House 
seats. Yet of the 252 
Democratic incum­ 
bents, only seven lost 
their seats. Two of the 
unlucky seven were 
Rep. Allan Howe, D - 
Utah. who was caught 
up in a sex scandal, 
and

The D e m o cra ts 
overcame their losses 
by 
ta k in g 
som e 
Republican seats, with 
an apparent net gain 
of two seats. (At this writing, the votes 
are still being recounted in two races.) 
In making their private post-mortems, 
the GOP strategists have acknowledged 
that the prevailing political winds should 
have favored them. The Democrats had 
picked up a number of marginal seats 
two years ago in the post-Watergate 
landslide. In the past, the losing party 
has usually bounced back at the next 
election and has recaptured the close 
seats. But of the 74 freshm en 
Democrats, only two lost the seats they 
had won in 1974. 
The Republican pros had also 
calculated that the sex-in-Congress scan­ 
dal would hurt the Democrats From 
President Ford on down, the GOP had 
gone on the offensive against the 
Democratic Congress. Both Republican 
superstars, Gerald Ford and Ronald 
Reagan, had campaigned generously for 
House members. Then, at the last mo­ 
ment, $308,470 was pumped into the 33 
tightest races. Still, the Republicans 
couldn't hold their own. 
The results have stirred talk in GOP 
circles about reassessing the future and 
restructuring the party. This could lead 
to some major changes before the 
Republicans go to the polls again in 1978. 
At the same time, a postelection 
analysis by the Democratic Study Group 


shows that some new political tactics 
paid off. These tactics were developed at 
closed-door meetings that began back in 
November 1974. 
The party tacticians pointed out that 
the Republicans would regain several 
marginal seats unless the Democrats 
began at once to strengthen their hold on 
them. Thus, the 1974 election had hardly 
faded from the headlines before the 
Democratic Study Group and the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign 
Committee, working together, launched 
a “Get Elected” campaign. 
The campaign committee immediately 
began deciding where funds in $1,000 to 
$5.000 sums would do the most good. The 
following January, February and March, 
campaign workshops were held. The 
Democratic congressmen and their aides 
were instructed on producing newslet­ 
ters, media coverage and other self 
promotion. 
The DSG’s Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D- 
Tex., and executive director John Conlon 
emphasized that the congressmen not 
only must work hard, but must appear to 
do so This meant they must show up for 
as many of the 1,300 votes per session as 
possible. They were also shown that 
every vote is a potential pitfall or promo­ 
tion point. 
One of the most successful tactics, ac­ 
cording to the DSG analysis, was en­ 
couraging the congressmen to go out in 
vans and converted mobile homes like 
old-time circuit riders to meet with 
voters in their home neighborhoods. At 
these sessions, the congressmen listened 
to the ideas and complaints of their con­ 
stituents. 
The congressmen were also en­ 
couraged to organize weekend “town 
meetings” in out-of-the-way comers of 
their districts. “Take government to the 
people,” Conlon urged. One of the unex­ 
pected victors on November 2, Rep. 
Floyd Fithian, D -Ind., held 200 of these 
meetings. 
The Democratic congressmen also 
used a new polling system, which per­ 
mitted them to cut costs and take more 
polls of voting trends 
It appears from the confidential 
analysis that the House Democrats 
helped to fashion their own 1976 vic­ 
tories. 
WATCH ON WASTE - The Navy

DIATHERMY SCANDAL - The Food 
and Drug Administration has failed to 
regulate the safety or effectiveness of 
thousands of diathermy devices, which 
are used to treat back problems, 
arthritis, fractures and other medical 
problems. Instead, the FDA has 
squandered its resources chasing down 
one single diathermy manufacturer. 
These findings are contained in a con­ 
fidential report of the General Ac­ 
counting Office, prepared at the request 
of Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D.-Conn. 


The talks between the government of 
Vietnam and our own government 
warrant a preliminary examination of 
the questions involved.

the government of North Vietnam from 
taking power, it is reasonable to assume 
that there is no prospect for a fresh 
government hospitable to human 
freedom. 
The North Vietnamese are concerned 
with the formalities because there is of 
course the lingering question of the 
legitimacy of their hegemony over the 
South They like to consider that the war 
they concluded was really a civil war, 
that the stand they took was against 
secession by a terriroty organically tied 
to the North. That, in effect, their claim 
to their South is a historical equal to the 
claim of the government of Abraham 
Lincoln to the unity of the American 
republic. And of course it is correct that 
at least 80 per cent of the Southern 
w h ites opposed su b m ission to 


Washington. North Vietnamese are 
Orientals, with great regard for face, 
and they have a neat formula here. 
But beyond formalities, 2) there is the 
question of strategic design. The North 
Vietnamese desire American economic 
aid. They had discovered that the 
enthusiastic assistance of the Chinese 
and the Russians diminished sharply 
when the war was won. The Soviet Union 
is prepared to make extensive economic 
sacrifices, on into the future, in order to 
maintain a base in enemy territory. Its 
continued sponsorship of Castro’s Cuba 
is a case in point. But Vietnam cannot be 
thought of quite in the same terms as 
Cuba The United States proved 15 years 
ago that it had shrunk from the respon­ 
sibilities of the Monroe Doctrine. The 
liberation of Cuba by Americans is. 
quite simply, excluded by the American 
temperament as evolved 
The replacement of the government of 
North Vietnam by the Chinese is 
something entirely different. The 
Chinese, unpopular as they are among 
the Khmers, would not hesitate to 
overrun Vietnam any more than they 
hesitated to overrun Tibet, if there were 
sufficient provocation. Sufficient 
provocation is here defined as any 
egregious effort by the Soviet Union to 
line itself up a satellite in Southeast 
Asia One does not trifle with the vital in­ 
terests of China — or of the Soviet Union. 
It is a mistake to suppose that the gover­ 
nors of these countries would act like 
Americans. 
Now paradoxically, substantial 
American aid to Vietnam would not be 
resented in the least by China for the 
reason that China knows it has nothing to 
fear from the United States. Moreover, 


China has wished now for several years 
that the United States act more manfully 
against the Soviet Union. Under the cir­ 
cumstances, Vietnam has its eye on 
economic aid — not from China, which 
suffers economically trying to feed its 
own people and nourish its own industrial 
and military plants; not from the Soviet 
Union — whose imperialism it has 
reason to fear; but from the United 
S ta te s - w hich is so used to 
magnanimous enterprises, and so unused 
to exacting a quid pro quo. 
Speaking of which, 3), we find 
ourselves, as so often before, slavishly 
asking for something which should have 
been ours as a matter of course. The 
names of 800 Americans missing in ac­ 
tion. together with any information as to 
their whereabouts, living or dead. It sur­ 
passes the imagination of decent men 
that the government of North Vietnam 
should continue to deny 800 families in 
the United States data so precious for 
them, so meaningless for the North Viet­ 
namese.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - For 
President-elect Jimmy Carter the worst 
is yet to come. 
He is now going to have to pay his 
political debts — to George Meany and 
the AFL-CIO, the National Education 
Association and its 
politically conscious 
teachers, big city and 
rural blacks, Hispano- 
Americans, the over- 
65s, and a list of other 
s p e c ia l 
in t e r e s t 
groups. 
Mr. Carter says he 
comes to office with 
no obligations. Mr. 
Carter received heavy 
campaign 
assistance 
and voting support 
from all groups men­ 
tioned above. Some 
gave hefty indirect 
financial assistance, 
though in compliance 
with the election laws, 
these funds were spent without direction 
or control from the Carter organization 
The vote studies to date suggest, in­ 
deed, that the work of these groups did 
put Carter over But whether they did or 
not, the leaders and members are firmly 
convinced that had it not been for their 
efforts, the election would have gone to 
President Ford. And what men believe 
determines their actions and their de­ 
mands, as we all know full well. 
It is now clear, therefore, that the 
organized teachers, the auto workers, 
the machinists, the blacks, the Hispano- 
Amerleans, the Italo-Americans, the ag­ 
ing will now present their itemized bills. 
If Mr. Carter, as president, does not pay 
off in special-interest legislation and in 
offices, he may face a backlash of major 
proportions among his most ardent elec­ 
tion supporters. 
This will not be easy, President 
Franklin Roosevelt came into office with 
the same heavy debts. It took all his con­ 
siderable ingenuity and a most im­ 
aginative series of gestures, maneuvers 
and public relations stunts, year after 
year, to cement his grip on this variety 
of special interests 
Mr. Carter’s problem is complicated. 


as it is for all presidents, by the fact that 
— in order to govern — he must also 
satisfy the interest of those who voted 
against him. and those cohorts who have 
interests vitally different from his 
though they were on his side in the elec­ 
tion 
Carter must satisfy businessmen, 
large and small, members of the middle 
class, and the small investor as well as 
the big, that he is economically sound 
and not a wild man, or these citizens will 
in caution hold back on investing, buying 
or employing — causing the economy 
gradually to drift into a new recession or 
worse 
But most things Carter must do as 
president to reassure this business- 
middle class group will anger the more 
militant of his supporters. 
Then there’s the bureaucracy, which 
can, in the end, make or break him by 
backing, or smothering, whatever ex­ 
ecutive orders he issues. Because ( arter 
campaigned so heavily, and with such 
vehemence against the Washington es­ 
tablishment, and because of the example 
he set in Georgia as governor, there are 
many in the civil service here who most 
certainly will look with mistrust on 
every reorganization step he takes. The 
militant organizations of government 
employes will be making strong de­ 
mands and pushing him to soften his 
positions. They will demand he show 
sincerity by giving way. 
The majority of the men and women m 
Congress, Democrats of one persuasion 
or another, are technically on his side. 
But Carter s record of nonharmony with 
his legislature as governor, and his 
promises of sweeping governmental 
change which inevitably would take 
power from key senators and represen­ 
tatives and give it to others, has given 
rise to intense suspicion on Capitol Hill. 
Some presidents have managed this 
tightrope walk with dexterity. Others 
have managed through the sheer 
strength of their personalities. Most 
have not managed well, and have suc- 
combed to special power blocs in the 
Congress or to the subtle strength of the 
entrenched bureaucracy 
It remains to see how the novice 
Carter will do. 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - For near­ 
ly two years Jimmy Carter has promised 
that as president he would do what was 
right rather than what was expedient. He 
has pledged leadership that is good and 
honest and fair and filled with love. 
Presumably he was elected because 
enough voters in 
America believed his 
campaign guarantees. 
Soon now the time 
will come for action 
rather than vows And 
both Carter and his 
constituents may be 
disappointed. 
No 
doubt the new chief 
executive will try to 
be guided by decency, 
but political reality 
can be unkind toward 
men with good inten­ 
tions. By necessity the 
formation of public 
policy is not always a 
moral activity. 
Consider one small, 
obscure and comparatively unimportant 
illustration: the international dilemma 
of the Crown of St. Stephen. The crown 
has been a source of friction between 
Hungary and the United States for three 
decades. Each American president has 
dealt with it to no final resolve. Now 
comes President Carter’s turn. 
The crown is an impressive relic, with 
chains of gold and dangles of rubies. But 
its significance is not in its intrinsic 
value. Pope Sylvester II gave the crown 
to Hungary’s King Stephen in 1000 A.D., 
apparently because of the latter’s efforts 
to convert his countrym en to 
Christianity. Since then the crown has 
assumed an emotional and political 
character that is singular in the world. 
It is said that Hungary has never pos­ 
sessed the crown so much as the crown 
has possessed Hungary. It is in fact the 
mark of government. When Ferdinand of 
Hapsburg became king in the 14th cen­ 
tury he refused to wear the crown and 
was therefore not recognized by mucht>f 
the population. Hence the crown has a 
constitutional suggestion that is not only 
of patriotic but of hard legal importance 
as well. 


Hungary has repeatedly asked for its 
return, but every president since the war 
has steadfastly refused to send it home. 
Very clearly the U.S. policy for all this 
time has been incorrect. The crown 
belongs to Hungary, its people deserve to 
have what is theirs. When Jimmy Carter 
gets around to the matter, therefore, his 
moral course is simple, and yet his deci­ 
sion will not be a clear-cut one because 
there are considerations other than 
propriety. 
Hungary since the war has been a com­ 
munist nation. The present regime was 
installed 20 years ago by Soviet tanks. 
There are 700.000 Hungarians in 
America, and millions in other free na­ 
tions, who believe that the return of the 
crown would be a legitimization of 
detested, 
oppressive, 
antidemocratic 
and bastardized Hungarian rule 
“The return would be a terri We blow 
to those of us who still have hope,” says 
Istvan Gereban He is a respected leader 
of the Hungarian Freedom Fighters, 
many of whom had to flee their country 
for fear of Communist bullets. Gereben 
says the crown is now more than a sym­ 
bol of Hungarian government, it is a 
symbol of the resolve of free Hungarians 
to do away with Soviet colonization. 


Hence this problem, a tiny minute in 
the years of decisions facing President 
Carter, is almost ugly in its alternatives. 
Hungary is not an enemy, it is in fact a 
cooperative trading ally that pays its 
debts and strives for ever warmer-U S. 
relations. And yet it is Communist, and 
we wished that it weren’t. Keeping its 
crown is a selfish but altogether effec­ 
tive way of underlining our wish. 


In short, sadly, we hold this relic as 
blackmail. 


And so here is the problem. In the last 
days of World War II, as Europe was be­ 
ing gutted, Hungary’s Crown Guard 
removed the relic to Austria and there 
gave it to U S. officials for safekeeping. 
Thirty years later it still remains in U.S. 
custody, probably at Fort Knox 


So what will President Carter do? He 
has told Istvan Gereben that he wants to 
study the crown circumstances more 
thoroughly, and has requested opinions 
from leaders of the Hungarian-American 
community. This may of course mean he 
wants all the facts before doing what’s 
right; then again, perhaps he is already 
looking for expediencies.
